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Thousands of pounds set to revitalise beauty spot 

RED HOUSE PARK 
REVAMP ON WAY

THOUSANDS of pounds will 
be spent on improving a park 
in Great Barr under plans to 
revitalise the beauty spot and 
draw in more visitors. 

New sports equipment and pic¬ 
nic benches will be installed at Red 
House Park and there will be a clean¬ 
up of the woodland. 

A new seating area has already been installed 
at the park’s well-known Princess Charlotte 
Memorial on the hill. 

In February, plans were approved for the 
historic Red House at the park to be con¬ 
verted into apartments - despite a community 
campaign. Friends of Red House Park group 
vice-chairman David Fisher says members have 
big plans for the green space as they submitted 
their plans to the council. 

They hope the revamp will lead to the park 
being awarded Green Flag status, the national 
mark of quality for parks and green spaces in 
the UK. 

Mr Fisher said: “We would love to achieve 
Green Flag status in the future and we are 
looking to work towards it but these things 
take time.” 

Attraction 

The main area of focus will be to open up 
woodland in the lower areas of the park off 
Longleat. The wood is close to the park’s two 
pools and volunteers want the area to become a 
feature attraction. 

Work to create a picnic area is top priority 
also, which would involve opening out densely 
packed trees to bring more light in. 

Red House Park’s bowling green would also 
be brought back into use under the plans by the 
group. “This is a popular park and we want to 
make more of it. We have good wildlife, badg¬ 
ers, woodpeckers and the like here,” Mr Fisher 
added. 

The group has already applied to Skipton 
Building Society’s Grassroots Giving fund to 
receive a grant of £500 towards the revamp. 

Mr Fisher says members are also eager to 
discover when developers plan to start work on 
transforming the Red House itself into homes. 

The house was built by Robert Wellbeloved 
Scott in 1841. The park meanwhile has been 
used by the local community since 1929. 

Protesters did not want homes to be built 
next to the historic building once owned by the 
Scott family. They felt the area should have 
been kept as parkland to be used by the public 
and say there is not enough parking spaces to 
support 14 dwellings. The Red House will be¬ 
come eight flats.

RAILWAYS 

MP gets assurances 
on electrification bid 

ASSURANCES have been sought that work 
to electrify a rail line through the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire will not be affected by a 
decision to ‘pause’ electrification. 

Valerie Vaz, MP for Walsall South, asked 
questions in Parliament about the Walsall to 
Rugeley Trent Valley Line and was told it had 
had £27.3 million spent on it so far. 

The Labour MP said: “I was concerned 
that when the Government paused the pro¬ 
jects that the long-awaited electrification of 
the Chase Line from Walsall to Rugeley Trent 
Valley would be affected. I look forward to the 
completion of the works on the tunnel in Park 
Street, Walsall, which the minister has con¬ 
firmed is due to be completed in May 2016.” 

Transport minister Claire Perry said: “The 
route clearance work is substantially com¬ 
plete and has gone well. This has involved 
five bridges being reconstructed.”

IT’S the news no parent wants to hear - that 
their teenage son was facing a life or death 
situation after being struck down by a rare 
disease. Konnor Middleton faced months of 
illness, worry and waiting for a liver donor 
after falling ill while on a school trip with 
Ormiston Shelfield Community Academy. 

But miraculously, after receiving a new ‘su¬ 
per-hero’ liver in May, the 16-year-old from 
Walsall responded well and attended his first 
day at Walsall College this month. 

Konnor said: “There were times when it 
was hard and I did sometimes wonder, why 
is this happening to me? Since the operation 
things have been totally different. We call it 
my super-hero liver. Without the donor this 
just wouldn’t have happened.” The nightmare 
began during the school trip last November. 


His mother, Vanessa, aged 39, said: “I took 
him to the walk-in centre at Walsall Manor 
and they admitted him straight away. They 
did an ultrasound and saw that his liver was 
shutting down. We took him to Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital as soon as a bed was free. 

“They told me that if he pulled through the 
next 36 hours, then he had a chance. I was ab¬ 
solutely terrified.” He had Primary Sclerosing 
Cholangitis (PSC), a disease of the bile ducts 
which can cause inflammation in and around 
the liver. Konnor fought his way through the 
following days, and the process of getting him 
on the donor list could begin. He was placed 
on the list in January. 

A suitable donor was finally found in May. 
Vanessa said: “We didn’t know what was 
going to happen. He missed out on his prom, 


he missed his GCSEs - he missed out on a 
lot.” When the good news of a replacement 
liver came, Konnor was in surgery just eight 
hours later. “The next day he was out of in¬ 
tensive care,” Vanessa said. “Within three 
days he was walking again. 

“He’s gone from strength to strength since. 
With PSC there’s no guarantee it couldn’t 
happen again, but now that they know what 
it is they can keep an eye on him.” 

Konnor started studying media and skills 
for working life at the college, and he is en¬ 
joying his return to normal life. 

“We’re so grateful to the donor and their 
family. It’s given my son another chance, an¬ 
other life.”

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Firm cements £12m boost for site

A MAJOR factory rail link has been 
opened as part of a £1.2 million upgrade 
of a Walsall concrete plant as it steps up 
supply to construction projects across 
the West Midlands. 

Hope Construction Materials’s new 
plant at the site can now produce 80 
cubic metres of concrete per hour, with 
raw materials brought in from the firm’s 
quarry and Derby headquarters by rail. 

In addition to investing in the con¬ 
crete plant, Hope has also developed 
the rail-connected site as an important 
‘multi-product hub’ for the Black Coun¬ 
try and West Midlands region. 


The expansion has created five new 
jobs at the Walsall site, on top of the 
existing workforce of eight. Hope is the 
UK’s leading independent producer of 
concrete and cement, with 900 people 
across 170 sites nationwide. 

It is already supplying high profile 
projects in the region from the Walsall 
plant, including the initial enabling 
works on the £176 million Bilston Urban 
Village development in Wolverhampton. 

Officially unveiling the Fairground 
Way site, Hope chief executive Chris 
Plant said: “This investment means that 
we can now bring in aggregates by rail 


from our quarry near Buxton in Derby¬ 
shire; and we can also bring in cement 
by rail from our Works at Hope, also in 
Derbyshire. 

“This in turn means that we have all 
the key ingredients for concrete here on 
one site, ready to provide a slick and ef¬ 
ficient first class supply service for the 
construction boom in this area.” 

Councillor Mohammed Arif, Walsall 
Council’s cabinet member for shared 
services and procurement, said: “We 
welcome Hope, its investment of £1.2 
million and its support for local jobs, 
into Walsall.” 


Jail for armed gang in 
stores and casino raids 


THREE armed robbers have been 
locked up for a string of terrify¬ 
ing raids on convenience stores 
and a casino that saw them es¬ 
cape with £15,000 of cash and 
cigarettes. 

Wayne Marsh, Grant Walker and 
Andrew Warley started sentences to¬ 
talling 26 years. 

They carried out three brutal robberies 
in just 12 days, threatening staff at Wal¬ 
sall’s Grosvenor Casino, Wolverhampton’s 
One Stop Shop and Tipton’s Co-op with 
axes, a sickle and knives. 

All three sites were open for business at 
the time the hooded criminals burst in. One 
traumatised Co-op worker - among sev¬ 
eral victims who needed counselling, said: 
“When the axe was produced I thought he 
was going to kill me.” Walker, aged 24, 
Marsh, 33, and Warley, 40, all pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to commit robbery. 

Warley from Victoria Road, Bradmore, 
Wolverhampton, was jailed for nine years; 
Marsh of Clay Lane, Langley, got eight 
years and nine months, while Walker, of 
Ocker Hill Road, Tipton, was sentenced to 
eight years and eight months. 

Damage 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
how a female cashier at Grosvenor Ca¬ 
sino in Bentley Mill Way was hurled to 
the ground and cowered in a ball as Marsh 
and Walker, armed with a sickle and knife, 
rampaged through her kiosk causing 
£1,000 damage while snatching more than 
£3,000 cash. She is now plagued by sleep¬ 
less nights and flashbacks. 

Marsh took part in the robbery just five 
days after being freed from a five-year 
prison sentence for carbon copy crimes. 

Mr Nicholas Cartwright, prosecuting, 
also revealed that Walker appeared in court 
in the middle of the crime spree to receive 
a community punishment for an earlier 
offence of handling stolen number plates. 

The gang, which used a stolen 180mph 
Audi RS5 on false plates as a getaway car, 
first struck at the One Stop Shop in Oxley 
Moor Road, Oxley, at 8.20am on September 
21 last year. Judge James Burbidge QC told 
them: “You put the fear of violence into 
members of staff who were considerably 
traumatised.”

A MUSTARD yellow fascinator, 
large green earrings and a flowery 
knee-length dress - the 1950s are 
back.

The 27-year-old entered the 
beauty pageant because of her love 
of the vintage look. She had to wear 
a mini dress, pose as a 50s pin-up, 
march her way through a military 
round and, in the final round, wear 
a red dress.

I entered because of 
the vintage side of it, rather than 
the pageant side.

New nursery 
set to launch 
at premises 

A NEW nursery catering for dozens of 
youngsters will launch in Walsall lat¬ 
er this year. Work is now under way to 
breathe new life into an empty commu¬ 
nity room in Blakemore Road which will 
host the facility. 

Walsall Housing Group has joined 
forces with Walsall Council and Castle- 
fort Junior Mixed & Infant School in 
Walsall Wood to support the launch of 
Castle Tots Nursery. 

The nursery will provide childcare for 
32 two-year-olds. Part of the building 
will also be used by the housing group 
to host a variety of classes and events 
for the community, including training, 
health sessions and career advice. 

Planning permission to transform the 
building has been granted, with work 
expected to take eight weeks. 

It is hoped the new nursery will open 
its doors for the first time at the begin¬ 
ning of November. 

As well as facilitating the lease of the 
community room, the housing group has 
also provided a cash injection of £4,500 
from its local neighbourhood fund. 

The funding will be used to purchase 
IT equipment and delivering training 
programmes for parents. 

Headteacher Jo Wilson said: “This is a 
brand new venture for the school and we 
are very fortunate to receive the valua¬ 
ble funding which has made it possible.”

Action sought on 
eyesore billboard 

A COMMUNITY leader has called for 
immediate action to be taken against 
the owners of a giant ‘eyesore’ billboard 
in Darlaston. 

Concerns over the double-billboard 
display in Pinfold Street have been 
raised by Councillor Doug James. 

The hoarding features peeling and tat¬ 
tered posters, mainly for nightclub and 
music events, that have been illegally 
posted. Councillor James, who repre¬ 
sents the town, said it had been a prob¬ 
lem for several months. 

He said he had been requesting action 
from Walsall Council’s planning enforce¬ 
ment team for several weeks. 

The council was unavailable for com¬ 
ment. 
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inquiry due 
to be held 
on clean-up 
for estate 

A PUBLIC inquiry will be held amid 
a long-running battle to see the clean¬ 
up of a contaminated housing estate 
in Willenhall, it has emerged. 

Almost 90 homes on the site of a 
former gas works near Kemble Close, 
Oakridge Drive and Brookthorpe 
Drive in Willenhall were declared as 
affected following a three-year inves¬ 
tigation. 

Nobody as yet has accepted respon¬ 
sibility. 

Walsall Council has served a reme¬ 
diation notice on Jim 2 Limited - the 
firm the authority claims is liable for 
the contamination - but the company 
lodged an appeal with the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

The council said the firm had 
bought, demolished, cleared and pre¬ 
pared the former gasworks site for 
residential housing and in doing so 
had ‘caused or knowingly permitted 
the contamination on the site’. 

It is anticipated the clean-up could 
cost as much as £7 million but the au¬ 
thority said the appeal process may 
take some considerable time. 

But Councillor Louise Harrison, 
Walsall Council’s portfolio holder for 
clean and green services, has now re¬ 
vealed that the public inquiry will be 
held in December. In a report to full 
council, she said: “Work to remove 
contaminated material from the site 
of the former Willenhall gas works 
continues.” 

Heavy metals, tars and a gas-man¬ 
ufacturing by-product known as Blue 
Billy were found in the soil at the for¬ 
mer gasworks site. 

School meals 
call to parents 

WALSALL Council is urging parents 
and carers to check their child’s en¬ 
titlement to free school meals. More 
than 10,000 children in Walsall are 
currently registered for free meals. 

The council and schools want to im¬ 
prove this take up further, despite a 
historical rise of 19 per cent in 2005 
- to 26 per cent by 2014. The national 
average is 20 per cent. Councillor 
Chris Towe, learning skills and ap¬ 
prenticeships chief, said: “Whilst I’m 
delighted with the increased take up, 
we know there are still families on low 
income who have not applied.” 

People qualify for free school meals 
if they or their partner are receiving 
benefits including income support, in¬ 
come based Jobseekers Allowance and 
Employment and Support Allowance. 

Elderly cyclist 
hurt in accident 

A CYCLIST in his 80s was knocked 
off his bike in a crash and taken to 
Walsall Manor for further treatment. 
The rider suffered minor head in¬ 
juries in the accident on Broadway 
North, Chuckery.

Tempers fray at heated 
meeting over hub plan 
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Hundreds fight 
homes scheme 

A CAMPAIGN is being stepped up to 
stop developers building more than 
130 homes on greenbelt land in Great 
Wyrley. 

Around 800 people have now joined 
two separate Facebook pages, oppos¬ 
ing the proposed scheme. 

The plans by KGL Holdings to build 
properties off Landywood Lane have 
been met with fury from some resi¬ 
dents who successfully fought against 
similar plans that were pulled less 
than two years ago. 

A public exhibition to showcase the 
plans which include allotments and 
a public park took place recently at 
Great Wyrley Community Centre. 

MP Gavin Williamson has written 
to residents in the area saying he will 
fight the plans. 

“I will do everything in my power to 
see any future proposals rejected and 
protect our greenbelt land,” he said. 

Rebellion over 
£lm health cuts 



FIVE hundred residents, four 
hours and cries of ‘diabol¬ 
ical’ and ‘this could kill the 
village’ - this was the heated 
meeting into controversial 
plans to build a new £36 mil¬ 
lion distribution centre and 
HQ in Essington. 

DX Freight - formerly Night- 
freight - wants to relocate its two 
Willenhall bases and 240 staff to a 
43-acre site in Hobnock Road. 

But Essington villagers are fiercely 
opposed to the plans and 500 of them 
packed into the council house for 
a fiery meeting with DX bosses on 
Thursday night. It was the second 
public meeting in as many weeks and 
came just a day after a large protest 
was held at the proposed site. 

And the placards were out in force 
again for the latest meeting, boldly 
displaying the words ‘Essington says 
no to DX Freight super hub’. 

Resident Richard Lee told the meet¬ 
ing and DX managers: “This is a small 
village and you are not welcome here. 

Children 

“The arrival of this centre will be 
dangerous to the village. There are 
cars parked all the way down Hobnock 
Road trying to walk up to the schools 
to walk their children. I don’t think 
you understand the area at all. Back 
down, this is the wrong place for you. 

“There are plenty other areas where 
businesses like yourselves can go, I 
and a lot of people here don’t think 
this is it.” 

A total of 600 feedback forms were 
printed prior to the start of the four- 
hour meeting and the vast majority 
were filled in with angry comments by 
the time the session finally came to a 
close. 

Concerns include extra traffic 
and noise and the safety of pupils at 
nearby St John’s Primary School. 

Susan Newell-Pedley said: “I’m 
a member of Essington Methodist 
Church and I feel these plans will 
completely ruin the church and the 
community spirit here. How will peo¬ 


ple get to the other side of the village if 
these extra lorries are going to create 
more traffic in the village?” Susan’s 
father Alfred added: “These plans are 
diabolical. This could kill the village.” 

However, DX Freight said its plans 
for a head office, distribution space 
and ancillary buildings will bring 
new life to an area that has not been 
used for decades. It also said the move 
would create 400 new jobs. 

Chief strategy and marketing officer 


Stuart Godman said: “These plans 
have been long in the making and 
have been carefully considered. 

“The reason why we have chosen 
this site is because it is big enough for 
us to accomplish everything we want 
to do on our land and with the jobs we 
want to provide. 

“It’s quite clear how residents feel 
with the traffic issues and we will take 
those matters on board. We are grate¬ 
ful for the attendance of the residents 


and will be taking on board every sin¬ 
gle piece of input received.” 

If given the nod, the DX operations 
currently running at Willenhall’s 
Crestwood House in Birches Rise and 
Ashmore Lake Way would both move 
to Hobnock Road. 

Essington Parish councillor David 
Clifft, who organised the meeting, 
said he expected more meetings and 
protests to take place in the coming 
weeks. 


WALSALL councillors intend to ob¬ 
ject over Government plans to cut up 
to £1 million of health funding in the 
borough. 

Councillor Rose Martin, chairman 
of Walsall’s Health and Wellbeing 
Board, says members are strongly 
against the reduction of public health 
funds from £15.8m to £14.8m. 

It means Walsall will get the least 
amount of money compared to its 
neighbours. 

They will now be seeking the sup¬ 
port of the town’s three MPs to show 
their anger at the proposed cut. 

£4m is spent on 
improving roads 

ALMOST 40 road improvements have 
been carried out in Walsall over the 
past year - at a cost of £4 million. 

A total of 38 highway maintenance 
schemes have been completed by the 
council on routes in need of work 
around the borough. 

In a report to the full council, dep¬ 
uty council leader Adrian Andrew said 
a total of 11.6k of carriageway had un¬ 
dergone improvements. 

In the last five months there has 
been £605,000 spent on nine projects 
and £370,000 on footpath resurfacing 
across the town.

improving school's 
standards praised

ACHIEVEMENT is continu¬ 
ing to improve and teach¬ 
ing is ‘highly effective’ at a 
school in Walsall which was 
placed into special meas¬ 
ures almost two years ago, 
a new report has revealed. 

Leamore Primary School, in 
Bloxwich Road, has had five 
monitoring inspections since 
being placed into special meas¬ 
ures following an inspection in 
October 2013. 

But a new report has revealed 
that inspectors now say the school 
is making ‘reasonable progress’ to¬ 
wards coming out of special meas¬ 
ures. It said children in nursery and 
reception classes were making good 
or outstanding progress. 

The report said: “This is because 
teaching is highly effective. The 
proportion of children reaching the 
expected level of development by the 
end of the reception class has more 
than doubled since last year and is 
now above the national average.” 

Interest 

The report said that at the end 
of key stage two, results had also 
improved because additional teach¬ 
ers had worked with small groups 
of year six pupils. Inspector Rachel 
Howie also described how teaching 
had continued to improve and la¬ 
belled it as ‘consistently good and 
often outstanding’ in early years 
and key stage one. 

She added: “Teaching is charac¬ 
terised by fun and interesting activ¬ 
ities that capture the interest and 
imagination of the pupils. Resources 
are meticulously prepared and care¬ 
fully organised.” 

Although teaching was said to 
be improving, inspectors said it re¬ 
mained less consistent in key stage 
two, not only between classes but 
also between different subject areas. 

Behaviour in classrooms was de¬ 
scribed as well-managed, attitudes 
to learning were said to be posi¬ 
tive and attendance had improved 
slowly, however remained below the 
national average.

WHEN retired school secretary Angela Ball suggested a 
scarecrow festival to celebrate her church’s 50th anni¬ 
versary, the whole village united. 

More than 30 scarecrows made by residents and busi¬ 
nesses were donated for the festival, which included St 
Mark’s Church, Shelfield, Walsall. 

Mother-of-two Mrs Ball, aged 76, said: “I went to my 
first scarecrow festival five years ago and it inspired me 
to want to do one. It’s five years I’ve been thinking about 
it and when the church wanted something special, I said 
we’d do it. It has been very rewarding. We had a lot of 
help setting up and we had a wonderful launch on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon.

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Jail on hold 
for speeding 
motorist in 
deception bid 

A DRIVER caught speeding on the 
Black Country New Road tried to 
avoid a fine by framing an innocent 
woman, a court heard. 

Assif Hussain, of Gladstone Street, 
Birchills was clocked driving at 
51mph in a 40-zone on July 27 last 
year. But, rather than accept the fine 
and points, he completed paperwork 
suggesting a woman from Northamp¬ 
ton was behind the wheel of his VW 
Golf at the time. 

It is believed he came across the 
woman’s details after she lost her 
handbag - including her purse and 
driver’s licence - at a Northamp¬ 
ton petrol station back in 2010. The 
35-year-old woman was stunned to re¬ 
ceive confirmation from the DVLA in 
February that she had been convicted 
in her absence at court, fined £200 
and been handed three points. 

Officers from the Camera Enforce¬ 
ment Unit interviewed Hussain under 
caution and, though admitting it was 
his car caught on camera, denied 
being the driver. However, when the 
documents were sent away for anal¬ 
ysis they returned a forensic ‘hit’ 
against the 33-year-old. 

And at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last Wednesday he was given 
a five-month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, fined £600 and 
ordered to pay the innocent woman 
£250 in compensation having admit¬ 
ted attempting to pervert the course 
of justice. Pc Steve Jevons said: Any¬ 
one who lies to police, and maintains 
that deception, runs the very real risk 
of being jailed.” 


Run-up to J10 
rebuild starts 

WORK to assess land needed to push 
ahead with £64m plans to rebuild the 
M6 junction 10 island and improve 
surrounding routes has started. 

The bridges over the junction in 
Walsall are being earmarked to go 
from two to four lanes in a bid to ease 
congestion. 

The M6 slip roads will be widened 
along with improvements to the Wol¬ 
verhampton Road and Bloxwich Lane 
junction. There will also be some mod¬ 
ification work to the Black Country 
Route. 

In an update report, regeneration 
chief Councillor Adrian Andrew, said: 
“A major improvement to Junction 10 
of the M6 is being developed in con¬ 
junction with Department for Trans¬ 
port and Highways England. 

New ale house will 
bring jobs to town 

A new ale house will create jobs in 
Aldridge, after getting the go-ahead 
by council planners. 

The pub will open in Croft Parade, 
High Street after the green light from 
Walsall Council. 


Payout for family of bus driver who died

THE family of a 30-year-old Walsall 
man who ‘died in agony’ after medics 
failed to diagnose his conditions three 
times have received an out-of-court 
settlement. 

Bus driver Andrew Raybould died 
after suffering from severe pancreati¬ 
tis, sepsis and multi-organ failure at 
Walsall Manor Hospital in February 
2012. His parents Geoff and Maureen 
from Aldridge said he had been dis¬ 
charged from the hospital three times 
previously without a diagnosis. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust ac¬ 
cepted he should not have been dis¬ 


charged in January and lessons have 
been learned. 

Medical negligence experts Irwin 
Mitchell represented the family and 
secured an undisclosed out-of-court 
settlement. Mr Raybould first began 
suffering symptoms of abdominal 
pain, nausea, vomiting and constipa¬ 
tion at the end of December 2011. 

On January 3, 2012 his GP referred 
him to Walsall Manor Hospital for 
investigations as to the cause of his 
symptoms but was sent home. By the 
end of January he had lost two stone 
in weight and was in constant severe 


pain. After being admitted to Walsall 
Manor again, he was eventually diag¬ 
nosed with acute pancreatitis, acute 
renal failure and sepsis. 

Mr Raybould was admitted to the 
intensive care unit on January 29, 
but he was too ill to undergo surgery 
and his major organs began shutting 
down. He died on February 2. 

His mother Maureen, aged 59, from 
Aldridge, said: “This has been a dev¬ 
astating and traumatic time for us, 
but not as devastating as it was for 
Andrew, who was 21 weeks away from 
getting married.”

Emergency op 
for footballer 


THE number of crimes being com¬ 
mitted in a Black Country town has 
risen, with house burglaries seeing 
the biggest jump. 

There were 1,013 crimes committed in 
Walsall North between April and June 
compared to 955 in the same period last 
year - an increase of more than six per 
cent. 

The biggest increase was house burglaries, 
which saw more than 50 incidents reported 
compared to 36 in 2014 - a significant increase 
of more than 44 per cent. 

Another big increase came in public place vi¬ 
olence - any violent crimes committed in pub¬ 
lic - which soared by more than 25 per cent 
between the two time periods. 

Hate crime also showed a minor increase of 
25 per cent despite only 20 incidents reported. 

Business crime in Walsall North also shot up 
10 per cent with more than 200 cases being re¬ 
ported between April and June. 

Answers 

There was also a minor increase of two per 
cent in domestic violence crimes. 

North Walsall Councillor Christopher Jones, 
who represents the Birchills Leamore ward, 
said it was time police delivered answers for 
why the rise was occurring. 

“These increases in the report are quite 
alarming and the public deserve to know an¬ 
swers,” he said. “I cannot say I’m surprised by 
the figures but any increase has to be treated 
with serious concern. 

“There is a Police and Crime Commissioner 
meeting for North Walsall on Thursday and I 
will be wanting to know what is being done to 
stop these increases from happening.” 

Earlier this year the Express & Star reported 
more than 4,000 businesses in Walsall fell vic¬ 
tim to crime in just 12 months. 

Thousands of litres of diesel, metal and ca¬ 
bles were stolen as up to a dozen businesses 
were targeted inside two months. 

The crime spree centred around Leamore 
Close, Fryers Road and Leamore Lane between 
July and the start of September last year. 

Police were forced to step up patrols at night 
when premises were targeted, with firms in 
Newfield Close, Willenhall Lane and Reaymer 
Close also being hit. 

The crime figures cover the areas of Blox¬ 
wich, Birchills, Leamore and Blakenall.

Strum-thing special 
for a father and son

SIMON PENFOLD meets a 
family duo who are hoping to 
make it in the music world with 
their carefully crafted guitars 


IT has been a long, tough and 
sometimes heartbreaking journey, 
but engineer Tony Wright says he 
is now ‘living the dream’ - working 
alongside his youngest son, craft¬ 
ing hand-made guitars in a small 
workshop in Wolverhampton. 

Like most teenagers, Tony picked up a 
guitar. But unlike most he kept on play¬ 
ing and eventually learned electric bass. 

Now, 43 years on, he and son Sam are 
launching their own business, Lakestone Gui¬ 
tars, and rapidly building a strong reputation 
for the quality of their work and the beautiful 
tone produced by their guitars. 

Father and son say they have been sup¬ 
ported by their strong Christian faith and by 
their love for their craft as luthiers - a term 
dating back to the original lute makers of the 
15th and 16th centuries. Their current pro¬ 
fession is a million miles from where Tony 
started, training as an apprentice fitter with 
Robinson Brothers in West Bromwich in 1972. 

Redesigning 

His engineering career went from strength 
to strength. Working for an engineering con¬ 
sultancy in Wolverhampton he found himself 
redesigning the machine at the Cadbury fac¬ 
tory at Bournville that makes the Curly Wurly. 

“That was in 1982, and as far as I know it’s 
still working today,” said Tony, who lives in 
Gornal. 

After completing a two-year degree course 
at the former Wolverhampton Polytechnic, 
Tony switched to working in education, and 
was rapidly head-hunted as design lecturer at 
Dudley College and then appointed as head 
of department. Meanwhile, he had taught 
himself to make electric guitars. “I had been 
asked to play with a group of musicians who 
were professionals or semi-pro, and I decided 
I needed something better than my old Squire 
bass. I bought one in Birmingham but didn’t 
like the tone, and when I took it back I saw 


one hanging on the shop wall that used to 
be owned by Mark King, from Level 42. It 
sounded fantastic, but I looked at the price and 
it was £3,500 - a lot of money in the 1980s. So 
it went back on the wall. 

“I thought, I’m a design engineer, I can 
learn how to make one. I did it in my spare 
time, lunch hours in the college workshop.” 

But in 1989 Tony suffered a massive 
heart attack. He tried to return to work but 
the stress was too great and he had to take 
early retirement. He carried on with the gui¬ 
tar making and repairs in his garden shed, 
and also worked part-time as a pastor at his 
church. His guitars, meanwhile, were build¬ 
ing a small but appreciative audience among 
skilled players. 

Then, eight years ago, his wife of 30 years 
died from cancer. “Our faith helped get us 
through, but I just didn’t want to make gui¬ 
tars any more,” said Tony. Sam, the youngest 
son and a talented musician in his own right, 
was also struggling. “There were days he just 
didn’t want to get out of bed,” said Tony. “He 
had made his first guitar at 13 or 14, so I said 


let’s go and make guitars. I started making 
acoustics because it was something new for 
me, we could learn together.” 

Learning to make acoustic guitars well can 
take decades, but the Wrights had a stroke of 
luck. Tony had invented a device called a uni¬ 
versal fret slotter that could accurately fit the 
frets on guitar necks to within one 4,000th of 
an inch. They have been sold globally and led 
to a call from world-renowned guitar maker 
George Lowden. Working on a series of pro¬ 
jects at Lowden’s factory in Northern Ireland 
resulted in a masterclass for Tony in the skills 
and intricacies of making acoustic guitars. 

He’s passed these skills on to Sam and to 
his musician friend Dan Clark, who offered 
the duo his garage in Wolverhampton as their 
workshop as the business outgrew the shed in 
Gornal. After months of work, which included 
turning the garage into a temperature and hu¬ 
midity-controlled environment, father and son 
are launching Lakestone Guitars - hoping to 
make at least two guitars a month. Currently, 
each guitar is the result of around 200 hours 
of work, although they are hoping to bring 


that down in their new workshop. Each one 
is handmade for the client, usually from rose¬ 
wood but also from walnut, mahogany, spruce, 
cedar and rarer timbers such as lacewood from 
plane trees, or even Adirondack spruce. “That 
can cost £200 just for enough to make the face 
of the guitar’s body, but it produces a lovely 
tone,” Tony adds. 

A dense African hardwood called wenge 
is sometimes used for fingerboards, but the 
Wrights are sticklers for ebony on acoustic 
guitar fretboards. The use of different woods 
is crucial in the distinct sound each guitar will 
produce, with bodies made of cedar, for exam¬ 
ple, producing a warmer sound. 

Even on electric guitars, the wood makes a 
big difference. Maple, used for Fender-style 
guitars, will produce a brasher sound, while 
the mahogany used for a Gibson style instru¬ 
ment will offer a warmer tone. 

Thinner 

Alongside a craftsman’s knowledge of his 
materials, Tony brings 21st century engi¬ 
neering nous. He likes making guitars with 
thinner necks and has come up with a way of 
using carbon fibre to strengthen them. He is 
also making guitars with a distinctive fan fret, 
like his mentor George Lowden. It improves 
the sound and is easier to play. The company 
name, Lakestone, comes from the old stone 
quarry near Tony’s original shed in Gornal. 

Depending on the woods used, a Lakestone 
Guitar will be priced at around £2,500. Tony 
said: “The business hasn’t made a penny yet 
but I hope it will provide a living for Sam and 
I, particularly for Sam. I am 59, so I’ll have my 
pension soon, but Sam is only 25. I want this 
to be a long-running business.” 

Alongside a business they love, father and 
son have also had some much-deserved happi¬ 
ness in their home lives. 

Sam has married - with his pastor father 
conducting the service - and Tony too has 
remarried, bringing home a Canadian bride 
Lonnie after meeting online - “She says she 
got me cheap on eBay,” he jokes. 

“She comes from British Columbia, and 
after we were married her sister came across 
a batch of rare woods being sold, bought them 
and sent them to me. What a great sister-in- 
law is that! I couldn’t believe it when I opened 
the parcel. It was stuff you just can’t get over 
here.”

WITH three-quarters of 
Walsall’s primary schools

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Fly-tippers will cost 
taxpayers £100,000 


THE clean-up bill for fly-tip- 
ping in Staffordshire is likely 
to be £100,000 by the end of 
the year after a recent spate 
in one town. 

Council bosses say this year has 
been particularly bad. 

Rubbish has been dumped illegally 
in and around Burntwood in the past 
few weeks. 

The latest incident included a large 
pile of waste dumped in Dark Lane on 
September 11 which blocked the whole 
road. 

The discarded items included a red 
armchair and two-seater sofa, a cream 
armchair, pieces of wood and bags of 
rubbish. 

Burntwood had two further inci¬ 
dents on August Bank Holiday when 
large conifer cuttings were dumped in 
Little Pipe Lane and Coulter Lane. 

Incidents 

In total, environmental officers from 
Lichfield District Council have had 
to attend nine different incidents of 
fly-tipping in the area in the past few 
months. 

District council spokeswoman Es¬ 
ther Epstein said: “On average it costs 
£70,000 to £100,000 a year to deal with 
fly-tipping, with £100,000 being a par¬ 
ticularly bad year. 

“It hasn’t been that much in a few 
years but that’s what it is looking like 
costing this year the way things are 
going at the moment. 

“I can’t remember it being this bad, 
the amount of dumping we have had 
recently is pretty mega. 

“But it could just be one or two 
rogue traders.” 

The other incidents in August in¬ 
cluded rubbish dumped in Coppice 
Lane at Muckley Corner which meant 
the road had to close. 

There were further incidents in Li¬ 
chfield.

Councillor Iain Eadie, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for waste services on the district 
council, said: “Fly-tipping is a criminal 
offence. 

“When people do it they are not just 
blocking the roads and causing a dan¬ 
ger, they are running up a big bill. 

“It can cost up to £100,000 of coun¬ 
cil taxpayers’ money to clear away 
local fly-tipping each year, which is 
money that we could be spending on 
other local services.

“We are very keen to catch and pros¬ 
ecute the culprits. 

“It only takes one or two rogue trad¬ 
ers to create a huge problem. 

“If you recognise any of the rubbish 
from the photos, or may have seen it 
being dumped, please contact us so we 
can prosecute those who are doing it. 

“We want to spend council tax 
money on the things people want, not 
cleaning up after those who can’t be 
bothered to take rubbish to the tip.”

£ 500,000 
pedestrian 
proposals 
for centre 


A BUSY part of Walsall town centre could be 
pedestrianised in a bid to improve the area, 
under new £500,000 plans. 

A section of Wolverhampton Street is being lined 
up for work to make it easier and safer for people out 
shopping in the heart of the town. 

Walsall Council is considering the action to better con¬ 


nect the main Park Street 
with the Crown Wharf 
Shopping Centre and Wal¬ 
sall Waterfront. 

However, it would mean 
traffic being diverted from 
Wolverhampton Street onto 
the main Ring Road, which 
can get busy at peak periods. 

Deputy council leader 
Adrian Andrew said: “It is 
really in some ways to ex¬ 
tend Park Street. It would 
make it easier for people to 
walk around the town cen¬ 
tre. 

“It would improve the 
flow of people between the 
sites. Sometimes the traffic 
is quite heavy.” 

The pedestrianisation 
zone would be near to the 
New Art Gallery, between 
the mini roundabout and 
Green Lane, which can get 
congested. 

Such a scheme would not 
impact on traffic going to

the Crown Wharf, off the 
main Wolverhampton Road 
and onto Wolverhampton 
Street. 

Traffic would also still be 
able to get onto St Paul’s 
Street, by Tesco’s leading 
towards Hatherton Road, 
from Stafford Street. 

The scheme has been 
highlighted in a Town Cen¬ 
tre Action Plan drawn up 
by the council to consider 
improvement works in the 
future. 

It would make it safer for 
shoppers in the town cen¬ 
tre to get between sites and 
encourage more people into 
the town.

Caravan destroyed 
in arson attack

A CARAVAN in Walsall was completely destroyed by fire 
in a suspected arson attack. The incident happened last 
Thursday morning when firefighters were alerted to the 
blaze on Goscote Road at around 9am. 

Two crews, one from Bloxwich and one from Aldridge, 
tackled the flames using one hose reel jet. 

The fire was put out within 30 minutes but it had ripped 
through and decimated the caravan by then. Bloxwich Fire 
released a photo on their Twitter feed of the destruction 
which showed that flames had burnt holes through the side 
of the caravan and destroyed the roof while the remaining 
panels and beams were completely charred. 

Further damage was caused to nearby trees and fence 
panels and firefighters said it was only their speedy re¬ 
sponse which prevented flames spreading to a garage at 
the home where the caravan was located. 

West Midlands Fire Service spokesman Matthew Smith 
said: “We got a 999 call at 9.04am to Goscote Road in Pel¬ 
sall, Walsall. A crew from Bloxwich and Aldridge attended. 
The caravan was destroyed by fire.” 

West Midlands Police confirmed they have launched 
their own investigation into the incident after they were 
called by the fire brigade. An appeal has been issued for 
anyone with information on the fire to contact the force 
on 101. The fire is logged as incident 563 of September 17.

Family's joy as miracle 
baby Chloe comes of age 



SHE weighed half the equiv¬ 
alent weight of a bag of sug¬ 
ar when she was born four 
months premature and her 
parents were warned by doc¬ 
tors that she may not pull 
through. 

But miracle baby Chloe Jones 
battled on, growing stronger by 
the day and has just celebrated 
her 18 th birthday.

“The hospital staff were marvellous 
for her and did everything to protect 
her.

Dramatic 
reduction 
of jobless 
for town 


WALSALL has seen a dramatic fall in unem¬ 
ployment over the past 12 months, new fig¬ 
ures show. And the borough is set for a fresh 
jobs surge in the coming weeks. 

The number of people in Walsall claiming benef-its 
such as Jobseeker’s Allowance has fallen by a quar¬ 
ter, 1,974 to 4,444 - despite a rise of 17 in August. 

And more jobs are on the [fy SimOII PenfOld 
way as Royal Mail and a __ 


string of big name stores are 
due to start recruiting staff 
for Christmas. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said he believed a lot of 
employment will have been 
in retail but there has also 
been apprentices taken onto 
permanent jobs in manufac¬ 
turing. “It shows the recov¬ 
ery in Walsall,” he said. 

Encouraged 

“There is a feel-good fac¬ 
tor but there is a lot of work 
still to be done. We have got 
to match the skills gap com¬ 
ing out of school. I am en¬ 
couraged and I am surprised 
it has fallen that much.” 

He added it was a big 
boost to everyone the more 
people who are in work. 

“If there is more people 
in employment, there is dis¬ 
posable income for people to 
spend in the local shops,” 
he added. It comes as the 


Government has hailed 
dramatic falls in unemploy¬ 
ment across the West Mid¬ 
lands as the region bucked 
the national trend. 

While UK unemployment 
rose 10,000 to 1.82 million 
between May and July, be¬ 
cause of jobless hikes in 
London, the South East and 
the North East, in the West 
Midlands it fell to 156,000, 
down 21,000 on the previous 
three months. 

Over the last year it is 
down by 44,000 - a drop of 
more than a fifth.

Watson role filled 
if Hollywood calls

FOR years the European Un¬ 
ion was the millstone around 
the Tories’ necks. Last week 
it turned into Labour’s. 

Within hours of Jeremy Corbyn 
becoming the party’s leader and 
by a landslide majority, Wolver¬ 
hampton North East MP Emma 
Reynolds joined an exodus of 
front benchers. 

Chief among her concerns was that 
Mr Corbyn had been highly critical of 
the EU and might not only fail to cam¬ 
paign to stay in, he might even have 
wanted to join the side of ‘out’. 

She was not alone. Former shadow 
business secretary Chuka Umunna 
said: “It is my view that we should 
support the UK remaining a mem¬ 
ber of the EU, notwithstanding the 
outcome of any renegotiation by the 
Prime Minister, and I cannot envis¬ 
age any circumstances where I would 
be campaigning alongside those who 
would argue for us to leave - Jeremy 
has made it clear to me that he does 
wholeheartedly share this view.” 

Five days passed and another Wol¬ 
verhampton MP, the south east’s Pat 
McFadden, still did not know his fu¬ 
ture. As shadow Europe minister his 
role, while not in the shadow cabinet, 
was surely essential. 

But it was Thursday night before 
he was given the news he wanted to 
hear - Jeremy Corbyn would cam¬ 
paign to stay in the EU. The crucial 
reassurance for pro-Europe Mr Mc¬ 
Fadden was that it was not just a pas¬ 
sive promise not to campaign to leave,

but an active one to fight to stay in. If 
Mr Corbyn could give such assurances 
to Mr McFadden, then why not to Mr 
Umunna? 

He had said on Wednesday night 
that Labour’s policy on Europe was 
‘developing’. By Thursday it was well 
and truly formed. 

With the party now trying to pull 
itself back together as the dust settles 
after a long and drawn out leadership 
contest, the last thing it wants is its 
own equivalent of the Maastricht re¬ 
bellion that split the Tories. 

After all, it’s not as though the Par¬ 
liamentary Labour Party are short of 
things to disagree with Jeremy Cor¬ 
byn on. Some are less than happy with 
his own record of supporting Labour. 
He has rebelled against his own party 
533 times in his 32 years. 

That means he has voted against 


Labour more times than David Cam¬ 
eron, who has been in the Commons 
since 2001. One Labour MP said: 
“Jeremy Corbyn never paid very 
much attention to previous leaders’ 
whips so I don’t think I’ll be too both¬ 
ered about his.” Then the MP saw 
the positive side and added: “Which 
means I might get home a bit earlier.” 

If Hollywood is ever looking to 
make a movie about the current Brit¬ 
ish Labour party - no, I don’t think 
it’s likely either - they will be look¬ 
ing to cast someone as West Brom¬ 
wich MP and new deputy leader Tom 
Watson. They need look no further 
than Nick Frost, star of films such as 
Shaun of the Dead. The pair are al¬ 
most dead ringers for each other, so 
much so Frost tweeted: “I want to 
thank everyone who supported me 
and I’m thrilled at my election.”

And Professor Carl Chinn will be 
on hand to help launch West Brom¬ 
wich Remembered, on Saturday at 
10am, at Wesley Methodist Church 
in High Street, West Bromwich. 

His fifth foray into collating and re¬ 
searching images of the past, portray¬ 
ing the town and its suburbs, Terry’s 
latest offering features more than 300 
photographs across 160 pages, high¬ 
lighting the many changes that have 
taken place throughout the borough. 

All told it is Terry’s eighth publica¬ 
tion, and the only series of its kind to 
be published in hardback. 

The book is split up into different 
geographical areas within what is now 
known as Sandwell, with photographs 
and information covering all aspects of 
life including Sunday schools, football 
teams and amateur dramatics. 

Terry says: “There is also a whole 
chapter devoted to schooldays with 24 
different schools represented, and, unu-

sually for this type of book, most of the 
pupils are named.”

Some of the more notable views 
featured in the latest edition include: 
Cronehills School from the air, circa 
1976; West Bromwich roller-skating 
rink band, circa 1910; dough-making at 
Robinson’s Bakery, circa 1955 and VE 
Day outside the town hall, on May 8, 
1945. 

Ironmongers 

Seen are some examples of the pic¬ 
tures in the book. 

1) The Lewisham Hotel, in High 
Street, West Bromwich. Edward 
Charles Silburn was licensee at the 
time of this photograph in 1961 and the 
premises is now known as Desi Junc¬ 
tion. 

2) James Lister & Sons Ironmongers, 
High Street. Taken around 1920, this 
picture shows the popular firm which 


was established in Owen Street, Tipton 
in 1874. The shop featured is the sec¬ 
ond branch, which opened about 1880. 
The business remained in the town 
until 1961, before starting up in a more 
extensive property in Spon Lane. 

3) The interior of West Bromwich 
roller-skating rink, in Paradise Street. 
Pictured in 1910, this is the resident 
band which, from the balcony in the 
background, provided musical accom¬ 
paniment for the skaters. Following the 
First World War, roller-skating went 
into decline and the venue was used for 
boxing, circuses and wrestling until the 
building was destroyed by fire in 1930. 

4) Fire station, Paradise Street. West 
Bromwich mayor, Sampson Crump laid 
the foundation stone for the town’s first 
purpose-built fire station in 1929. 

5) West Bromwich Albion. The Frank 
Griffin goal which secured the Baggies 
the FA Cup with three minutes to go in 
1954 against Preston North End. 

6) Cronehills Infants and Juniors 
School. An impressive aerial shot of 
the school from 1976, showing Grafton 
Road and the Expressway. This area 
now forms part of the Tesco town cen¬ 
tre redevelopment scheme.

WORLD-FAMOUS violin virtuoso Nicola Benedetti sobbed 
her way through her first violin lesson, aged four. But the 
28-year-old from Ayrshire, who was born to a Scottish moth¬ 
er and Italian father, went on to become one of the most pop¬ 
ular classical violinists of her generation. 

“I cried through my first violin lesson,” remembered 
Nicola. “I was quite shy and am also left-handed, so I contin¬ 
ually picked the instrument up the wrong way. My teacher 
probably got frustrated and I was just so nervous. 

“But from the second lesson on I got the hang of it and 
really progressed quite quickly. Actually, it was the music 
moving me to tears that hooked me to the violin.” 

At the age of eight she became leader of the National Chil¬ 
dren’s Orchestra of Great Britain and by nine had already 
passed the eight grades of music exams. At 16 she won the 
BBC Young Musician of the Year competition and had signed 
a £1 million six album deal. Since then she was won two Clas¬ 
sical BRIT Awards for Best Female Artist and was awarded 
an MBE for services to classical music. One of her biggest 
motivations is encouraging children to take up music. 

Last year’s Homecoming album, inspired by Scottish 
music, entered the top 20 pop chart. 

She returns to the Symphony Hall, Birmingham, on Sat¬ 
urday with a dynamic programme inspired by her father’s 
homeland.

IT’S no secret that Birmingham 
has more than its fair share of In¬ 
dian restaurants. 

So to stand the test of time, you’ve really 
got to offer something different - as well as 
pull the diners in. 

I consider myself a massive fan of Indian 
food, but I always go to the same place and 
choose my favourite dish each time. 

I’m almost nervous to try something.And 
I’m not a fan of ‘fancy’ curry houses. I love 
old, traditional, basic food, that comes in a 
balti dish and costs less than a tenner for 
a full meal. And where I can take my own 
wine. 

Every now and then, though, it’s nice to 
get dressed up and splash out a bit, so with 
that in mind I headed to Akbar’s on Hagley 
Road. I first visited when it opened back in 
2009 and judging by how my recent visit, it 
is as popular as ever.

Those old enough to remember will 
know it as the former Liberty’s nightclub. 
Younger readers will know it as the big 
white building next door to TGI Friday’s. 

The venue underwent a massive transfor¬ 
mation when it opened, and it appeared to 
have lost none of its sparkle on my recent 
visit. 

We ordered a bottle of Malbec and made 
ourselves comfy while we waited for our 
table which we were told could be up to 45 
minutes. But much to our delight, our table 
was ready in 15 minutes. 

There was almost a party atmosphere in¬ 
side, with a real feeling of celebration being 
enjoyed by the other diners, so with it being 
so busy, I was worried that service would 
suffer. However, we were really well looked 
after. The starter menu has all the usual fa¬ 


vourites,but there were also plenty of what 
I’d describe as more unusual dishes. Take 
for example the liver tikka and the rabbit 
tikka which comes served with a strawberry 
chutney. 

Tempting options included the chicken 
wings, seasoned with spices in a yogurt 
marinade and cooked over charcoal. The 
keema and cheese samosas - minced lamb 
with onions and sweetcorn in pastry - also 
sounded right up my street.But in the end, 
we played it safe and went for poppadoms 
and the onion bhaji. 

The poppadoms were crunchy and crisp, 
exactly what you want, while the bhaji, 
made with onion and potato, was again very 
tasty. It came in a light batter that wasn’t 
too heavy, while the raita was creamy and 
cool, the perfect accompaniment. 

We also chose our favourites for main 
courses - chicken dhansak and chicken 


tikka makhani. I’d hoped for a sweet and 
sour flavour sauce with my dhansak, with 
huge chunks of chicken and pineapple, but 
in all honesty it fell a bit flat. Rather than 
lots of meat, I felt the dish was loaded down 
with lentils and sweetcorn. The flavour was 
good, and I mopped up the sauce with a 
naan bread, but if I was to order it again, 
I definitely wouldn’t expect to see so much 
sweetcorn. 

There was better luck for my friend 
whose chicken tikka makhani was thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed. The sauce was mild and 
creamy and given a massive thumbs-up. 
The accompanying pilau rice was spot on, 
with the grains all delightfully fluffy and 
separated. 

I enjoyed the experience at Akbar’s. I’d 
probably go for a different main course next 
time, but my choice wouldn’t stop me from 
going back.

Carol plays host to the 
heroes of the Nation 


H ave your hankies at the ready 
because one of the most 
moving ceremonies of the 
year is with us again. 

Of course, Carol Vorderman is no 
stranger to The Pride of Britain 
Awards, but she admits they don’t 
get any easier to host after all these 
years. 

“It’s a massive show to do, the 
volume that you have to learn and 
hold and you have to get the tone 
right,” she explains. 

“It’s a massive show for one 
person to do so I’m exhausted by 
the end of it, absolutely drained. But 
I’m also on a high. Then when I 
watch it, that’s when the emotion 
comes out.” 

Now in its 17th year, the star- 
studded gala at London’s Grosvenor 
House Hotel will be packed with 
uplifting and moving stories of 
courage, selflessness and 
achievement against the odds. 

Carol admits she’s rather proud to 
be involved once more. 

“I’ve been part of it for so long 
now, ever since it started 17 years 


ago. I’m not just someone who is 
brought in on the night, I’ve lived it 
and breathed it.” 

Is there any winner that stood out 
for her? 

‘There have been loads really. The 
saddest ones are the children who 
have been ill and then have either 
raised a lot of money for charity or 
done something remarkable and 
then get ill again and are no longer 
with us and that’s really hard, it really 
knocks it home.” 

One of the reasons the shows 
works so well each year is the fact 
Carol and the winners get to know 
each other with a big dinner the 
night before. 

“Because everybody travels down 
to London from all over the country, 
it’s the first time they have met each 
other and we introduce them all. 

“I try to sit and talk with everybody 
and at the end of the dinner I go 
through all of their stories, and 
what’s remarkable is every single 
one of them turns around and says ‘I 
shouldn’t be here, I’m not worthy.’ 

They are so modest. They get 


great strength from meeting each 
other before too.” 

One of the most poignant prizes of 
last year was the first posthumous 
award in honour of Stephen Sutton, 
the blogger and activist who spent 
his final days raising money for the 
Teenage Cancer Trust. 

“I remember we pushed his 
fundraising over the £5million mark 
on the night,” recalls Carol. “But it’s 
not just about people who have 
been ill. The lifetime achievement 
awards are for ordinary people that 
we wouldn’t read about in normal 
Press, but they have done these 
remarkable things; they aren’t 
celebrity driven or media driven or 
anything, and the person who has 
won that this year is astonishing.” 

Carol admits plenty of winners 
made her cry this year. 

“One in particular, it was one of 
the Children of Courage winners. We 
saw some film at the judging panel. 
When you read a story it’s not the 
same as seeing it and what this little 
boy did was extraordinary - I 
blubbed.”

Will petrol become a fuel 
for enthusiasts in future? 


There are all manner of alter¬ 
native fuels being touted as the 
best replacement for petrol. From 
electric energy and hydrogen to 
compressed air, all seek to sup¬ 
ply greener, cleaner power for our 
cars. 

However, anyone writing the obitu¬ 
ary of petrol would do well to stay their 
pen as reports of its demise are more 
than a little premature. 

Depending on who you speak to 
and who you choose to believe, fossil 
fuels have a future of anywhere be¬ 
tween 30 and 100 years. 

The reasons for such a huge vari¬ 
ation in expert estimates are down to 
the cost of extracting the fuel from the 
ground. 

There will come a point where ac¬ 
cessing oil to refine into petrol and 
diesel will simply no longer be cost-ef¬ 
fective on a large scale. 

However, this does not mean we 
will see the end of petrol even then. In 
the short term, there will still be plenty 
of cars running around that need pet¬ 
rol for their engines, even if those en¬ 
gines are assisted by a hybrid power 
source. 

Another longer term outcome for 
petrol is that it will become a fuel used 
by enthusiasts for their cherished vehi¬ 
cles. It may well be much more expen¬ 
sive than it presently is, despite many 
thinking fuel is too pricey already. 

Fans of the combustion engine, 
and all the power, noise and fun it of¬ 
fers, will still be drawn to petrol as the 
fuel of choice. Instead of running their 
everyday car on unleaded, they will 
have an up-to-date alternative fuel car 
and save the good stuff for the week¬ 


end when they can go cruising, racing 
or just having fun in their petrol-pow¬ 
ered pet car. 

Just as we see classic cars nowa¬ 
days being run on petrol mixed with 
additives to protect elderly engines, 
so future drivers will regard petrol as 
something to use in a car that’s a hob¬ 
by, not a daily proposition. 

Enthusiasts may also have to ac¬ 
cept some limitations to using their 
petrol-fuelled fun cars. 

For instance the mayor of Paris has 
banned all cars built before 1997 from 
the city centre in a bid to clear up air 
pollution. 

This could mean petrol heads be¬ 
ing restricted by where and when they 
can drive, but given the passion for 
petrol-powered cars, it seems likely 
they will be allowed some freedom to 
enjoy their pastime. 

For those who see this as ridiculous 
and argue it is allowing a polluting few 
to enjoy themselves at the expense of 
the many, the number of miles cov¬ 
ered by classic car owners is small 
and their vehicles are generally main¬ 
tained to a very high standard. 

The impact of a group of enthusi¬ 
asts enjoying petrol-engined cars in 
the future will be very small. 

Given the cost of petrol in such a 
world will be very high, owners of 
such cars will be unlikely to cover 
large distances anyway. 

While the demise of petrol may have 
been exaggerated in recent times, it 
is undoubtedly set to become a less 
common fuel in the decades ahead. 
However, there will always be a place 
for it among enthusiasts’ that will see it 
remain for a long time to come.

BOSS Tony Pulis has challenged Saido 
Berahino to earn an England recall after 
his Albion redemption.

He returned to the starting line-up for 
the first time since threatening to strike 
after the Baggies rejected two dead¬ 
line-day bids from Tottenham. 

Berahino had been left out of three 
squads by Pulis during the transfer saga 
before making a second-half substitute 
appearance in last week’s 0-0 draw with 
Southampton. 

The England Under-21 international, 
who scored 20 goals last term, earned a 
call-up to Roy Hodgson’s squad last year 
but is yet to make a senior appearance 
and Pulis believes he can bag a Three 
Lions return ahead of Euro 2016. 

He said: “I don’t see any reason why 
not. He’s got that special talent for scor¬ 
ing goals and he’s shown it again today, 
with his reaction. It’s a clever goal, and 
he meant it. 

“I think he’s got to get back in our 
team first and do well before we start 
pushing him. 

“We’ve got to support him and make 
sure we get him back to where he was 
at the end of last season when he was 
scoring goals.” 

But Pulis admitted another transfer 
battle could happen again in January 
after the Baggies rejected four bids from 
Tottenham and turned down a transfer 
request from Berahino over the summer. 

He said: “Let’s see how we go in the 
next 15 games. I don’t know what’s 
going to happen in January. What I do 
know is we’ve got him concentrating 
and level-headed again having lost him 
for six weeks.”
